The fhee started at 5 pom, 0 the deying
room nud for 8 while stmodldersd Ihen
suddenly ths Names burst out and a most
awldl pusio cnsued,  Thers were mige bhune
dred employes o the baliding and more than

halt of this number were nen anl gleis,
The sbrieks of the wo s they bent
ngalnst tho iron sereons, praying tho srowd

to do something to anve them, wers most
heartrending.

One girl says she jamped from a fonrth I
story window and escaped without bajury
but her! story seems hardly eredible, and’ l
ehe was apparently strongly excited na she
relnted ber advestures 1da Fortin aod |
Alphonsin Thindeau, who were ninong 00 or
more that jamped, am sxpacted to die,

Whea the firemen turned out and raced to
the corner of Ontarfo and lberville stroets,
they realized al o glnoee their hard task, Io
the huge Oveatory bullding was  packed
rome B0 prople, and the Names wers already
thowing in the drying aud heating rooms, |
whore the fire broke out,

The work of rescue was spoedily secn to be '
a diMealt one,  In front of ench window was
a thiok wire gaties, which was in n few onses |
torn off by the frantle girls, 1o tha great
borror of the panicstricken people Lelow,
ons of the girls tade o leap for lile and was
dashed almost 1o pleves on the pavement be-
low. Like so mnoy sheep, tuany others fol-
lowd. A great many of them managed to
land on top of & shed, and thus broke thelr
fnill, Fortunately the flremen wers gradually
Abls to put up Indders to the fourth foor and
thus reseun the majority of the half hundred
women who were working wbere, maoy ol
whom had fainted,

For linlf an bour there was a constunt
plream of Nremen carrylng women down
thi Indders, though o mans cases the work
hind to be stopped, beonuse the flames broke |
out unexpectedly nt the place whers the
rescun work was golng oo, In weveral
iostances the slothing of the wormsn caught
firo, and many of them renched the slide
walk balf nude,

‘The scene which the stroot presentod was
most terrible, The surging erowd o1 sight-
pavrs, compossd malily of frivnds and réin.
tives of the employes, prayed and besought
the Bremen to save their loved ones; the elang
of the engine and ambulancs bells, the roar
of the firomon, as they shouted ordors to one
another, and the agontzing shrieks of the
poor women locked up in the upper stories,
combined to make s scene aimost beyond de-
ovrlntlﬂn.

The grontest horror ol all enme when (hree
firemen, Viau, Charette and Durwell, were
eanght on the roof as the flames burst
through, Viau and Charette mannged (o ne-
cape by means of a rope and a ladder, but
Buorweil found avery avenue sut off, with the
Nimes closing around him, e alterantely
rafaod his hands in prayer and shouted to
the crowd below to save bim for (iold's sake,

Priests, thelr soutnnes teatling in the mud,
were murmurlog prayers in the stroot below,
and as no lndders sesmed loug enough to
reach bim, bo seemed doomed, when & bun-
bor of young volunlesrs, after lushing sev- ‘
ornl Juddors together, tnnde & venture, and
fually brougbt him down,

The girls were nearly all on the fourth
floor and frantle with fear. Bo far one is
known to bo dead and several othors are be-
lieved to Le in the roins,

From inguiries at tho hospital concerning
the condition of the girls lojured by jumping
from the windows of the burning bullding,
it wns learned that but Jlittle hope |8 enter-
tnined for the recovery of at lonat five, The
flest girl to make the terrible loap from the
fourth floor to the warehouso roof, wus Marle
Guguon, who was ploked ap 0 an lnsen-
sible condition, with ber back broken.
